Dr. E. F. Beach, Head of School 
Of Commerce, Outlines Reforms 

Recently Appointed Member of MeGitt Stalf Impreuei 
by Friendly and Helpful Attitnde of Studentt 
Qnd'froftuort 



Or. E. F. Bsach, newly appointed 
acting-head of the School of Com- 
merce, today outlined some ot the 
proposed changes and extensions In 
his department. A year of Pre- 
Commercc studieu in 'Hie Faculty of 
Arts and ScipiR f v'ili ne instituted 
III I912-4.'j. Thai 1-. .si. idenls receiv- 
ing llieii' degrees in I04fl and suc- 
ceeding years will have had five 
years of studies, rather than four 
as at present. In addition, several 
courses, now optional, are lo be 
made compulsory. Among these 
are three courses concerning science 
in commercial and business life. In 
he taken one in each of the three 
final years, also courses in econ- 
omic history and in economic sla- 
lislios in money and banking. 

These changes, for Ihe most part 
projected by Dr. James and Mr, 
Jaekaon, are primarily intended to 
broaden Ihe scope of sludies in Iho 
school, It is hoped thai they will 
induce a larger number lo enrql In 
Ihe School, as It will provide a 
more extensive education for those 
not specializing in any' commercial 



field. Further additions will be 
made in the future. 

Dr. Beach, a newteomer to Mc- 
Gill, lived in Ihe Niagara Prnln- 
siiIa during Ihe early part of his 
life. He took his B.A. degree at 
Queen's, later continuing his stud, 
leg at Harvard, where he took his 
M.A, and PhD. in economics. 
Prior In coming to McQill, he 
speiil Um) years leaching In col- 
leges in New York. 

He Is very enlhuilastic about 
McGill, The friendliness of the 
students and professors, which in 
his opinion Is due in part to the 
comparalively small iiz« of the 
University, ii a most encouraging 
fealure. He also stated that he 
was much impressed by Douglas 
Hall. Instlliitions such an this, he 
said, are conducive lo even more 
cordial relations among students. 
Dr. Beach showed a keen Interest 
in the cliibt of the University, and 
expressed a desire to know the 
several clubs and their interests 
more intimately.

A MAN CALLED GRANT by Helen Todd; 

H.Miïhlon. Mifflin Co, n.vton. I'.MO; $4.2S. 

Olio of the iiio.'t diffiouU irn^kf in Hir flrlil 
of literatuiv is to wrlto n renllv jj.vhI tiio- 
giaphy. To draw some historic ivrsonalit.v out 
of the shades ot the past and make him relive 
his life before our eyes— lo recapture the spirit 
of his times and U^ gaupe the siRtiificaiice of 
his cojitribution to the nallon — those nrc the 
things which demaiut not only kiiovvlrtiRc ot 
human ps>"chology but also keen insight hilo 
the meaning of history. Tlicsc are the v|imli- 
tics which can be found in the biographies of 
l.iidwis, Maurois and Zweig; .nnd thoy ,ii-o also 
to be found in this book by Helen Todd. 

The American Civil War is not a pleasant 
chapter in the history ot the United States nor 
is the Reconslruction Period that followed It. 
But they are jiha.'Cs whieli lUHvkrd the birth 
of a groat nation, and the livos of such 
leaders as Lincoln, Grant nwA Lee. Mis-^ T.vt.l 
seems to have a realistic view of lhe.«e dark 
years and has no illusions as to the tragic 
futilit>- of what turned out to bo a prolonged 
Civil War, and the fearful corruption and 
confusion that came after the fi;i,il i1efe.it of 
the proud Confodcrato Army. Nor d>v.< .she 
spare the man, for Grant is not pictui-od ns a 
mental giant, either in Uic capacity ot general 
or President. He simply rose with the force 
.•>f c;rciims1;inor.-;. SKi<\i l\v n persi.sleiit .ind 
.-iiubborn nature and a fairly keen inteUiKOnce. 

The opening of the war found this man 
called Grant a failure at everything he had 
ever undertaken. Years of frustration had 
.«iTiously disturbed his cwifidence .ir.d phinp 
ed him into drnik. Rui now. with tlie rapid 
militarization of the country, he s.iw new hope 
in the army which was woefully short of offi- 
cers. Before long his analytical mind and 
phy.<,ifsl courage were recognized by the high 
e.«t c:v;l and military authorities at Washing 
ton. AîlcT the capture of Fort Henry he ex 
ullantly vTOte to his superior that he would 
"take and destroy Fort Donclson by the 
Eighth." This he did. From then on his rise 
to the leadership of the tJnion Forces was 
rapid. 'Gci-icra! Grant, who had learned bit- 
terly that almost everything to which he put 
his hand resulted in failure, was now planning 
and executing his campaign with coolness and 
confidence. 

He had no; i^.c }->or.-or.al affection of ' 
men but he was respected for his achieve- 
ments and for his methodical way of dealing 
with difficult military situations. And he had 
a "strong sense of justice which rebelled against 
harsh trealmcil of î.hc defeated South, once 
Lee Ijad been crushed. Grant knew his limi- 
tations. When asked if he would accept the 
nomination for the presidency after the war, 
he answered "No, I'm a soldier, not a states- 
rasn." But that was just before the war end- 
ed.. He did no! realize that it was his destiny 

beco.Tio inc Chief Executive of the nation, 
in the vain aiiempt to solve the difficult prob- 
lems 6f the Reconstruction Period. 

The -American Civil War was not fought 
merely to free the slaves in the Southern 
plantations. It was a struggle between two 
different types of civilization, the industrial 
North against the aristocratic and feudal South. 
But although Grant saw the need of unity be- 



h\eon both snlions. If a truly Rrpnl nnlion 
were In develop, he eoiilil lllll(> oonipreliciiil 
the \;isl polilleal, soelal, nnd rniMomlc Irans- 
fnrmntlon thai was taking place even as lite 
war was approaching its climax. His ndjutani, 
Rawlins, saw It. Rawlins, who fruni the be- 
glnnliiR ot Ql-ant's career foi-osnw Ills rise to 
niililiuy li'.ulorship iinil (hiMi In llio Presi- 
ilency, Rnwiiiis who w«.< eniiiitanlly watching 
uul guiding Grant through his most Rcrluus 
crises. 

With the end ot the war the polUlcnl nnd 
not Iho military issues were of Uie Rrcnlesl 
importance. The aisnislnatlon of Lincoln nnd 
tho polltii'Hl ihitos Hint PM'UPd brought Oranl 
into a new field and n new career, II cannot 
b« said that he sought position or power, lie 
had no political experience, and up to now 
had only Ihniights for the army, Bii<l for his 
lender niul lo\ inu wife .liilin. Itnl Oranl wn^ 
Iho only innn who wan tiuslod by the North 
and whose fnlrncsR was remembered by tho 
South, nnd so he was ciccled. 

Grant tried haixl 1o heni the wounds of n 
hl(-(\lini; nation .nnil to Inlogrnlp it Hiil lu- 
found Iho slnigKle li;iril. As lie Inter sulci: "II 
was my fortune or nil.';forlnnr to bo called lo 
the office of Chief K.xecullvc wllhoul any 
previous training. I was snatched from the 
army which 1 understood and set on tasks 
about which 1 knew nolhlng." But It was 
really his steadying force that the iiooplo 
wanted and not his slatesmnnshlp. That whs 
the contribution of Giant In the imlltlcal field. 
A turbulent period required a cool, stern and 
methodical leader, and Oranl did well In that 
i-apncit.v. A 

llolen Todd's book is to be coniinended for 
its disinterested approach, its simplicity of 
style, and Its accurate portrayal of an Import- 
ant phaso of .\moricnn history. Through It 
we can fool the spirit of Lincoln nnd liis lofly 
idenli.-im. we can feel the HRonios t>f n con- 
vuls<\1 nation at war with itself. And wc can 
feci that the confusion and chaos that marked 
the end of the war meant the dawn of a new 
era tor the United Stntcs.

THREE PLAYS by William Saroyan; Bar- 
court. Brace & Co.; Now York, 1940; 
pp. 4«7; $31!i. 

The "Three Plays" of William Saroyan 
give serious students ot the theatre an op- 
portunity to become acquainted with a new 
and exciting trend in the world of contem- 
porary drama. With the production of his 
first play, "My Henri's in the Highlands," 
critics, the greater number of ihcm indignant 
and baffled, labeled his .>:tylo "experimental." 
Now it is recognized, however reluctantly, as 
a genuine and successful improvisation on 
orthodox drama. 

•■.My Heart's in the Highlands" tells the 
story of three men: an escaped inmate of a 
home for the aged, an unknown poet, and his 
nine year old son. The play is essentially a 
personal one in that each reader must draw 
from It his'own interpretation. Here are three 
people, or perhaps there is only one person 
.■icen simultaneously in various stages of hu- 
man expérience. It is a play, simple and com- 
plex, with the simplicity and complexity of 
life. 

The second play, "The Time of Your Life," 
perhaps because the action is less centralized, 
seems more to conform to conventional stand- 
ards. Nick's saloon in lower San Francisco is 
the background against which a succession of 
people, loafers, prostitutes, down-and-outcrs, 
society people on a slumming expedition, live 
for a few hours. 

The play is plotless, at least in the sense

Tlial's 
all. And nobody any longer bothers to. deny 
that the United States is actually in the war. 
One fellow said something to us about, if we 
Ket Hi. We naively said, "aren't you in mvj'I" 

"Only up to our necks,'' he said. This Uni- 
versity has for the first time this year of- 
fered courses in Naval Science and a .Naval 
R.O.T.C. has been formed. Plans for a ncv/ 
armory to i^oute ll.c activities ol bolli Aniiy 
and Navy training courses arc bcijig rubiicd, 
and the turgid little Huron River v/hich rum 
by Ann Arbor is going to be deepened lo ac- 
comodate the activities of Ihe future ensigns.

Tuberculosis is a disease whieh 
.sceias to be as old as man himself. 
Before our ancestors were able to 
write they recorded pictures on 
stones which look very rnnch like 
tiitioreulosl.<! of Iho spiiif and bonp. 
Egyptian IriNtrinn'-q siio;/ rvirlrncP'S 
nf llii- (li-r;isr aiifi all Ihroiigli tho 
ngps liihnrriilosl» has ravaged man- 
kind, John Uunyan called it 'The 
Captain ot the Men of Death." Al- 
though It was extensively studied 
and the result.^ nf its action be- 
cnmo familiar to Ihe m'éditai pro- 
fejMîion, its cause v/as nnkno-^/n un- 
til inBZ. I'poplf c'lnRidfrpti it to be 
an inherited disea.ie and generally 
it was thought lo be not infectious 
or communicable. 

Robert Koch, a courtry doctor 
In CJi-rinany. difcovcr'^d the gfrrn 
of tiiberculo.iis and cleared up the 
old eonlroversy as lo iU nature. His 
discovery showed quite clearly, first 
that II was a disease which could 
bo transmitted from person to per- 
son and second that it was not an 
inherited condition. 

Since Koch's lime amasing pro- 
gress has been made in the control 
of tuberculosis. Its ravages have 
been reduced by two-thirds during 
tho present century. In IBOO the 
death rale from the disease in 
Montreal was 260 per 100,000. Nov/ 
it is about 80 per 100,000. Curious- 
ly no specific cure for the disease 
has been found, but if the condi' 
lion is recognized in the early stage 
most people will recover through 
rest and good food. 

The tuberculous cow and the 
tuberculous person are, practically 
speaking, the only sources ot tuber 
culosis for himian beings. Bovine 
tuberculosis can easily be con 
trolled. 11 reaches human beings 
through milk. Modern conditions 
facilitate its spread unless great 
care is taken, for in cities and 
towns it is now the pracUce to pool 
milk from a large number of farms. 
Consequently if the milk supply of 
one farm is contaminated a very 
large number of people may be af- 
fected. The tuberculin testing of 
cattle and the pasteurization of 
milk will prevent bovine infection 
from reaching human beings. This 
is a common practice in cities now 
but in to'A-ns and particularly in 
rural areas it is by no means as 
common. Consequently practically 
all the cases of bovine tuberculosis 
seen nowadays originate outside 
the city. 

The tuberculous cow can be eas- 
ily controlled but we can't slaugh- 
ter the tuberculous individual 
Even this human source of the in- 
fection can be controlled however 
if proper facilities are available.

The liibfr- 
culo.sjs di.<ipensary is the agenry for 
discovering case.5, the sanatorium 
is the agency for isolation. There 
Is no hardship to the Individual in 
this because a sojourn in a sana- 
torium is the best means there is of 
treatment. 

Communities, which have tho 
will to control tuberculo'sis, can do 
iK>. It takes money but it is money 
well spent. In many parts of Can- 
ada the Incidence of tuberculosis Is 
far hiRher thnn it .should bp. Al 
m'/«t invariahly one finds that t.hPS' 
arp tho place.? where there Is in 
sufficient money .ipent on looking 
for active cases »nd where there 
are not enough beds In which to 
put cases when^they are found. It 
i.i estimated that there should be 
tv/o sanatorium beds for every an- 
nual death from tiil-,ereuIosis. The 
Province of Sa.skaU.he-//an is nr>-« 
well above that figure and it has 
the lowest desth rale from tuber- 
culosis in Canada. The Province of 
Quebec and the Maritime Provinces 
are v/ell below it and in these 
provinces tuberculosis takes the 
greatest toll.

Anyone who has et-er been associated with 
a daily newspaper is very apt to harbour the 
common daily scribe's misconception of a 
country weekly. To the average high-pres- 
sure reporter of the metropolitan press a 
country weekly is nothing but a "seed cala- 
logw " with a fevv columns dedicated to the 
mane cov-erage of Mrs. Smith's tea patty or 
the health of Farmer Jones's cow. As foi- the 
technical difficulties inwlvrd in getting out 
a weekly.— they aiv apt to br minimwed to a 
negati\-e quantit^v. .^ftev all. theiT is but one 
deadline a week. It thus becomes a highly 
pardonable (and rather desirable) crime tor 
a publisher to put on the maVket a book, such 
as thr present \-oltime. having as it.s aim Iho 
"debunkinR" of all stioh ideas. Mr. HoiirIi 
has been editing a New England country 
weekly for owr twenty years and seems to 
find It just as exciting and time-consuming 
as the business of rdnntng a large and suc- 
cessful daily. Moreo\-er, he thinks It is ewn 
mooc lime-consuming. 

Under the kiu.«o of the biography of a 
country weekly and the autobiography of Its 
editor Henry Beetle Hough manages to con- 
vey to the reader one of the clearest pictures 
of Nciv England as tt was and is- its prrjn- 
ou-fs. Its traditions, its feuds, its peculiai itirs 
and, above all, its innate insularity. r\\t 



author has hsd hi"; finrci mi ))'<■ riilse nf his 
small New England ronimnnily for a good 
many years and he portrays every Incident 
and personality with g fidelity which is galtted 
Piily through éli^sé and eoiislaht iiisioclailiih. 
His obspivalions are shrewd and clrar. and

Its trans- 
formation from a hand-set affair lo a linotype 
and automatic press business are tinged willi 
the adx-enlures which are altendaitl on the 
evolution of all enterprises. The aulhor tells 
a poignant slory because he has lived It nil. 

From the human standpoint lite slory Is 
just as fascinating. The reader catches very 
Illuminating glimiMes of a man and woman In 
whose \eins flows printer's Ink Instead of 
blood: Iwo iHHiple who are delermined lo 
make Ihls small country iiewspnpei nol only 
acceptable to the coininiinily but a very nec- 
e.«sary adjunct of Us life, The , struggles 
through economic stress and adversity make 
the story doubly Interesting. The book should 
prove very instruclivr to al! readers, with spo- 
cial emphasis on those engaged In the profes- 
sion of Journalism.

War PregnuB. 

This u ar program, devised by the 
Committee on the War Services 
Program for Women, of which Dr. 
Muriel Roscoe, Warden of RVC, is 
chairman, includes two hours a 
week of training for fitness and 
two hours of first aid and home 
nursing. This is compulaory for all 
women students, except those 
physically unfit Dr. James told the 
co-eds that "it is just as logical for 
non-Britishers to participate as 
those actively in it. The proulems 
of stress and strain, the dangers 
of ultimate contingencies that might 
produce crisis are just as likely in 
America as here. The willingness 
to face the challenge is Just aa 
necessary for Americans as for 
Canadians." 

Principal James briefly summar^ 
ized the part women played in the 
last war, and uid that today 
women might have to shoulder the 
same responsibilities. "Therefore it 
is necessary to build up a physique 
which wjJl help you to bear strain 
and play a more active part. Tech-

we term as extra-curricular. We 
arc perhaps aware of. yet not acute- 
ly conscious of, the fact that abject 
destitution and helplessness exists ■ 
very short distance from our scene. 

Money donated to the Amalga- 
mated Charities drive will go to 
one of over sixty welfare organiza- 
tions in the city. For a ready ex- 
ample of the type of use that the 
money will be put thei« follows a 
description of the work done by the 
Big Sisters Association and the 
Girls Cottage Industrial School:— 
Adolescent girls -should be en- 
listed in a constructive effort to 
preserve what democracy stands 
for, while the boys are doing their 
part in uniform, according to an 
executive director of the Big Sister 
Association. "There is work on the 
home front for all who want to do 
it, and when girls have wholesome 
interests and ideals they will be 
happy and they will not provide 
problem cases for us." 

Most of the 400 unhappy girls 
who talk their worries over with 
the - director in a year are disap- 
pointed in life, or worried by home 
conditions, at a time when they are 
under great emotional strain. "They 
are not wayward; just bewildered," 
according to an official. "Every 
girl is entitled to a home, wilh 
understanding, love, and a feeling 
of security. She must have some- 
one to whom to take her questions. 
She should have something to do 
that will make her feel she is a use- 
ful, member of society." 

When these ideal conditions are 
absent from the girl's home en- 
vironment, the Big Sister Associa- 
tion tries to provide them either 
through education of parents or by 
taking the girl to new surround- 
ings. Emergency shelter was given 
for 300 nights, and 700 meals were 



providetl last year Handlciafls, 
folk dancing and games; sevvliiR, 
dressmakinp and cooking; rliihs, 
leas and friendly fireside chnls — 
these arc all part of the adjustment 
program. 

Employers have cu-opcratcd 
splendidly, said Miss Short, by pro- 
viding 1.10 positions. Many "oppor- 
tunity" homr.s have given domcsllo 
employment where the girls have 
patient education .-i.s well as a Job. 

"It is much easier for a girl lo be 
branded 'delinquent' than n boy," 
says an official of the Girls' Cottage 
Industrial School. "A boy has to 
commit some overt acl, whereas a 
girl gels Into trouble merely by 
st.iying out late at night." 

Sixty girls appeared on the school 
roll last year, receiving more than 
14,000 days' care. Emphasis is placed 
on domestic training, but those who 
can assimilate it are given academic 
education also. Many girls pass 
from the school to employment, and 
it is a boast of the staff that no girl 
has ever lost her job because she 
was not proficient 

Girls who go to the school are 
given a feeling that they are there 
for instruction, rather than punish- 
ment, and on their release they are 
helped by the field department un- 
til they reach 21. This field work 
entailed 1,170 visits and 1,331 -office 
interviews in the year, 

Montreal employers are co-oper- 
ative in the effort to re-establish 
the girls, but life is more ' difficult 
for them than for girls who escape 
their experience. The school which 
has accommodation for 43, attempts 
to rehabilitate the girls physically, 
mentally and morally, said Mrs. 
Baker, but its success depends fm- 
ally upon the help of an'imder- 
standing and sympathetic public;

Her early marriage v.'ith a youn? 
American correspondent who later 
.von the Pulitzer Prize, became the 
author of "Germany Pul* the 
Clock Back," and was the fir.sf for- 
eign correspondent to be expelled 
under threat of death from N^/i 
Germany, gave her vital intere.st in 
international events. 

In Italy she witnessed the rise of 
Faiicism under Mussolini. In Ger- 
many she saw the rise of Hilicr- 
ism. In France the rise and fall of 
the Fa.rci.st mcnaco there, and in 
Spain she watched the growth of 
the Civil War. 

During the summer and fall of 
1040 she revisited the then allied 
countries and adjacent neutrals 
and .saw the changes war had 
brought. The.se observations— the 
story of the struggles that go on 
in homes, industrial plants, busi- 
ness houses, and • farms behind 
Europe's battle-lines form the body 
of her talk on "Tne Home Front."
